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CLOSE UP is an opportunity for students, teachers, and 
government officials alike to share perspectives on “living 
government.” Politics has become so much a part of our 
daily lives that we can no longer afford to take anyone 
else’s word for and about what is going on. Yet poor voter 
turnout, lack of interest in local politics, and a general 
naivete about national affairs strongly indicate that tradi- 
tional methods of learning are not meeting the challenge. 
What is needed is an alternative to our present ‘“‘textbook”’ 
approach to government. That is what CLOSE UP is all 
about. 


For the last six years, CLOSE UP has been bringing 
students and teachers to the very center of American 
government and political activity. Through a rigorous, 
first-hand examination of government in Washington, we 
are providing you an opportunity to achieve a meaningful 
degree of understanding about your government and about 
how you can participate in it. As a multipartisan forum, 
CLOSE UP keeps its curriculum free from any single 
ideological slant so that you can examine the actualities of 
American government and then be free to formulate your 
own political convictions. The program, therefore, does not 
consist merely of tours, souvenir hunts, or a few moments 
as witness to routine business in the Senate. These 
traditional “Washingtonisms” will continue to be reserved 
for the “senior class trip.” 


Instead, using the unique facilities of Washington as a 
classroom, for one week you will be part-of the processes of 
government. As such, you will be involved in head-to-head 
discussions with members of the House and Senate, 
committee staffers, administration figures, judges, lobby- 
ists, reporters, politicians, ambassadors, and just ordinary 
concerned citizens who contribute to the daily complexity 
that is our government. Through your many discussions, 
conversations, seminars, and dialogues, you will gain an 
understanding of how government changes constantly to 
meet new needs; how it adjusts to new situations and 
pressures. 


By the end of your CLOSE UP week, you will be tired 
but intellectually invigorated. Your opinions will be your 
own, but they will be grounded in facts and experiences 
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CLOSE UP CURRICULUM 


The CLOSE UP concept goes far beyond the rigidly 
structured curriculum of textbook American government. 
Rather than utilizing the formal approach, as a CLOSE UP 
participant, you will focus on the informal aspects of 
government—the cooperation, conflict, and compromise 
that take place every day in our governmental process. This 
is a side of government about which texts do not and 
cannot provide complete understanding. You will have 
considerable opportunity for every kind of dialogue — 
formal briefings, informal questioning, spontancous and 
imaginative “rap’’ sessions. 


The greater part of each seminar is devoted to your 
questions and the speaker's responses. Formal presentation 
is thus minimal, although most speakers do provide a few 
minutes of introductory information at the start of a 
session. Past programs have made it clear that students can 
and do take excellent advantage of the question and answer
